The month of May, if not the ““merriest,
maddest” month of all the year, has always
been an eventful month in the annals of
Franoce. On the 30th of May, 1451, Joan of
Arc was burned st Bouen; on the 14th of
May, 1610, Henry VI was murdered by Ra.

: on the 23d of May, 1706, the French
were defeated at Ramillies; tn May, 1756,
began the Seven Years' War; on the 10th of
May, 1774, died Louis XV; the 5th of May,
1789, was the date of the opening of the
Btates-General; on the 12th of May, 1704,
Mdme. Elizabeth was execnted; on the 12th
of May, 1796, Rabonf's conspiracy was sup-

, and in the same month in
the fellowing year' Pichegrn's conspiracy
failed; on the 10th of ay, 1802, the
‘“Legion of Honor"” was institnted; om the
22d of May, 1803, war was declared against
England; on the 26th of May, 1505, Napoleon
I was crowned King of Italy; on the 5th of
May, 1868, Charles IV of Bpain and his son
abdicated in favor of Napoleon, and on the
27th of the same month commenced the in.
spurrection in that country. In May, in the
following year, Napoleon entéred Vienna; on
the 84 of May, 1814, the Bourbon dynasty
was restored and Lounis XVIII arrived in
Paris; and on the 4th of that month, in
the same year, Napoleon arrived at Eiba.

On the &4th of May, 1821, Napoleon
died at St. Helena; on. the 16th of
May, 1830, the Chamber of Deputies

was dissolved three months before the abdica-
tion of Charles X; on the 20th of May, 1834,
died La Fayette; on the Sth of May, 15837,
Louis Philippe being on the throne, an am-
nesty was granted for politionl offenses; and
in the same month Louis Napoleon published
his ‘Idees Napoleoniennes;” on the Z0th of
May, also in that year, Talleyrand died; on
the 25th of May, 1846, Louis Napoleon
escaped from Ham; on the Tth of May, 1548,
the Provisional Government reaignm{ to an
Exeoutive Commission elected by the Na-
tional Assembly of the French Republie; on
the 15th, the people's attack on the Assembly
was suppressed; and on the 26th, the per.
tual banishment of Louis Philippe and his
amily was decreed; on the 15th of May, 1855,
the Industrial Exhibition was opened at Paris;
on the 12th of May, 1850, France having de-
elared war against Austria, the Empress Eu-
genie was appointed Regent, and the Empe.
ror Louis Napoleon arrived at Genoa: on the
9214t was raised a loan of 20,000,000 franes:
on the 20th oceurred the viectory of the
French and Bardinians at Montebello, and on
the 30th and 31st at Palestro. On the 22d of
May, 1864, died the Duke of Malakoff; on the
8d of May, 1865, the Emperor visited Algeria;
on the Gth of May, 1506, at Auxerre, his lm-
perial Majesty expressed his detestation of
the treaties of 1815; and we all know too well
what has happened in May, 1871,

Work During Sleep.

In 1856 a collegian
noticed the peouliarities of a fellow-student,
who was rather stupid than otherwise during
his waking hours, but who got through some
excellent work in geometry and algebra dur-
ing sleep. Condillae and Franklin both
worked correctly during some of their sleep-
ing hours.

Thus, a
stanza of excellent verse is in print, which
Sir John Herschel is said to have composed
while asleep, and to bave recollected when
be awoke, Goethe often set down on paper,
during the day, thoughts and ideas which
bhad presented themselves to him during
sleep on the preceding night. A gentleman
one night dreamed that he was playing an
entirely new game of cards with threa
friends; when be awoke the structure and
rules of the new game, as oreaied in the
dream, came one by one into his memory,
and be found them so ingenious that he
afterward frequently played the e.
Coleridge ie said to bave comp hia

ent of **Kubla Kban" doring sleep. He

one evening been reading Parchas’
“Pﬂflm;" some of the romantic incidents
struck bis fancy; he went to sleep, and his
busy brain composed ‘‘Kubla Khan.” When
be awoke in the morming he wrote out what
his mind bad invented in sleep, until inter-
rupted by a visitor, with whom he conversed
for an hour on business matters; bnt, alas!
he could never again recall the thread of the
story, and thus “Kubla Khan" remsains a
fragment, Dr. Good mentions the case of a
tleman who in his sleep composed an ode
ﬁnsl: stanzas, and set it to musie. Tartini,
the celebrated Italian violinist, one mnight
dreamed that the devil appeared to him, chal-
lenged him to & trial of skill on the fiddle,

f ed a piece wonderful for its beauty

ifficulty: when Tartini woke, he could
not remember the exact notes, but he could
reproduce the general character of the mausio,
which he did in a composition ever since
known as the ‘“Devil'’s Bonsta," Lord Thur-
low, when a youth at college, fonnd himself,
one evening, unable to finish a piece of Latin
composition which he had undertaken; he
went to bed fnll of the subject, fell asleep,
finished his Latin in his sleep, remembered
it next morning, and was complimented on
the felicitons form which it presented. —Al
the Year Round.

AN ORDINANCE
TO AUTHORIZE A LOAN FOR THE CON

STRUCTION OF CULVERTS AND FOR

POLICE PURPOSES,

Section 1, The Belect 2=d Common Couneils
of the City of Philadel;Zia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphin be and he is hereby
authorized to borrow al not less than par, on
the credit of the city, from time to time, four
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars,
to  be applied ~ as  follows, viz:—
First, For the construction of cul-
verts, one hundred and twenty-five thou-
saud dollars, Second. For the purchase of
ground and the erection and extension of build-
ings for Police Btation-houses, three hundred
thousand dollars, For which interest, not to
exceed the rate ol six per cent. per annum,
ehall be paid half yearly, on the first days of
January and July, at the office of the City
Treasurer. The principal of sald loan shall be
payable and paid at the expiration of thirty
years from the date of the same, and not before,
without the consent of the holders thereof; and
the certificates therefor, in the usual form of
the certificates of Gity Loan, shall be issued in
such amounts as the lenders may require, but
oot for any fractional part of one hundred dol-
lars; or, if required, ln amounts of five hundred
or one thousand dollars; and it shall be ex-
pressed in said certificates that the loan therein
mention, and the interest thereof, are payable
free from all taxes.

Section 2. Whenever any loan shall be made
oy virtue thereof, there shall be, by foree of

ie ordinance, annunally appropriated out of the
income of the corporale estates aud from the
enm ralsed by taxation, a sum sufficlent to pay
the Interest on eald certifiates; aud the further
sum of three-tenthis of one per centum on the
par value of such certificates so iesued shall be
appropristed quarterly out of sald income and
taxes to s sinking fund, which fund and its ac-
cnmulations are hereby especlally pledged for
the redemption and payment of said certifl-
cates.
